MOSCOW, Nov. 26.— W 


— The G e r m a n command 
threw all its available air 
forces into battle and buried 
its tanks in groups of 30 to 
50 along an outer ring of 
defenses today in a desper- 
ate effort to halt the ad- 
vance of the Red nrmy which wan 
slowly drawing the strings on a 
giant bag about Stalingrad. 


As the Russian offensives on each 


side 
of 
Stalingrad 
entered its 


eighth day it was becoming clear 
that the Germans had decided not 
to withdraw 
from Stalingrad al- 


though the flanks of their forces 
have been laid hare. 
Instead they were engaging the 


[ charging Red army in a wide-open 


war of maneuver. 


Although the Russians were en- 


countering stlffer resistance tho lat- 
est advices from the front snid that 
he Red army advance conlnucd, 
and that the German corridor to 
Stalingrad, reduced to 30 miles at 
one place inside the Don bend, was 
jelng narrowed.

MeGee Going to Houston. 


CLAUDE POLLARD, 
FORMER ATTORNEY 
GENERAL, IS DEAD 


AUSTIN, Nov. 26. (/P)—Former 


Attorney General of Texas Claude 
Pollard, widely known as a writer 
on legal and historical subjects, 
died last night a few hours after 
a heart attack. 


A native of 
Carthage, 
Texas, 


Pollard for the past 13 years had 
been general 
counsel for Texas 


railroads. 


In 1926 he was elected Attorney 


general of Texas, defeating later 
Gov. James V. Allred In the first 
state-wide race Allred made. He 
was re-elected in 1928 and resign- 
ed In 1929 to assume the position 
of general counccll for Texas rail- 
road general managers association. 


He served as countv and district 


attorney in his home county of 
Panola for four years—1905-1909 
—was assistant attorney general,

law at

until his election as attorney gen- 
eral. 


Pollard was the author of books
